When Brought Into Court His Condi- 
tion Was So Pitiable That Judge Ed- 
munds Will Have Him Tried for In- 
sanity— Killed His Sweethesrt. 


Charles Dreher, ‘the supposed insane mur- 
derer of his sweetheart, Bertha Hunicke, 
will be placed on trial Jan. 30 for the pur- 
pose of determining whether or not the de- 
fendant is insane, or whether he was still 
insane when several months age he was 
discharged from the City Insane Asylum on 
the charge that he was shamming insgnity. 

Dreher, if the prisoners and all guards 
could determine at once the question of his 
mental condition, would de placed in an 
asylum at once, very one of them de- 
clare that he is as mad as a March hare, 
and their opinions are founded on his con- 
duct. He has for several.months past lived 
in jail as no other white man could live, in 
filth and starvation. For a long time he re- 
mained in his cell without speaking a word. 
He neglected his person and what little 
clothing he had was worn to tatters. He

refused food and drink, and whenever any 
person would look into his cell he would 
rush to the lattice work and spit at them, 


sounds. His melancholy mood continued 
until he was pronounced insane and sent 
to the asylum. ; 

After he was returned to the cell his mel- 
ancholy moods did not change, and he was 
still as neglectful as ever of his personal 
appearance. His moroseness was consider- 
ably changed; however, when he took a 
fancy one day about two months ago to a 
young pigeon, which in trying to fly among 
the rafters of the jail fell and was caught by 
Dreher. He trained this pigeon or rather 
tamed it and it would fly away and return 
to him whenever he would appear on the 
exercise floor.

Of course 
the Tules and low basins are filled, but the 
streams are well in their banks and at pres- 
ent there is no danger of washouts.

2 INCREASE. 


In urging the increase of the police 
force of this city the Board of Police Com- 
missioners emphasize the need of an im- 
provement which has been pressed upon 
the Municipal Assembly by the police 
authorities for years past without val. 

The inadequacy of the present force is 
clearly shown by the figures which the 
commissioners submit. The patrol force 
must be divided into two platoons of 232 
men, who must cover 282 beats in 1,000 
miles of streets or sixty-one and one-half 
square miles of territory. Dach platoon 
must serve twelve hours each without 
relief, and there is no reserve squad, but 
when emergencies occur the regular 
patrol work must suffer. Fortunately, 
through exceptional care and favorable 
circumstances, the city has not suffered 
from’ this manifest lack of adequate 
force. But it is impossible to guarantee 
immunity from suffering in the future. 

The plan suggested of increasing the 
force to a number of patrolmen which will 
make it possible to divide it into three 
eight-hour squads has been repeatedly 
urged by the police authorities. It has 
received the unqualified indorsement of 
all who have given the subject intelligent 
attention. It would enable the authori- 
ties to meet all the requirements of the 
city in the matter of reserves. 

The great growth of the city has created 
new needs in the policing of it, as in other 
matters. The police force must be organ- 
ized on a basis to meet emergencies be- 
fore they occur, It should at least be 
rendered adequate for ordinary demands 
as promptly as possible. 


CENTRAL BUSINESS DISTRICTS. 

So far as widening the streets in the 
vicinity of the Union Depot is concerned, 
the matter should have been attended to 
long ago. The concentration of passenger 
traffic at our depot is certainly the 
greatest and most varied to be found 
in any city in this country or 
in Europe. All suburban and through 
trains of our railroad system arrive and 
depart from Twentigth and Market 
streets, while in New York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia such trains are dispersed 
over a number of different localities—the 
same is the cage in London and other 
European cities, In view of this fact, 
it ts certainly extraordinary that our city 
authorities made no attempt to widen 
the streets when the location of the depot 
was determined upon. 

As we understand Mayor Walbridge’s | ra 
position on the question, his veto of the 
ordinance authorizing the widening of 
Bighteenth street was not dictated by 
indifference as to the necessity for 
changes in the locality, but rather by the 
conviction that the widening of other 
streets is more immediately necessary— 
Market street, for instance, which di- 
rectly connects with the central business 
districte to the east. In this we think 
the Mayor is right, but nevertheless his 
veto was not well considered, for any 
improvement in the locality is better than 
none at all. 

Whether the Assembly was wise or not 
in taking up Eighteenth street first need 
not be discussed. The bill was a begin- 
ning in a long neglected work and other 
streets can be considered later. Nearly 
all the streets in thevicinity of the depot

The arrival of the Vandalia’s new New 
York and St. Louis limited at Union Station 
at 3p, m. yes was an in which 
not only the publio hut men gener- 
ally took much interest. First, because it 
is the fastest regular train ever run from 
New York, but chiefly because it marks 
ah era in the railroad history of St. Louis. 
It marks the beginning of the end of the 
early morning and late evening through

They were told it wouldn't 
pay. The Frisco inaugurated it and it 
paid at once. Now Pacific is asking for a 
better service.

Of course it will pay. It will pay ffom 
almost the first day, if the roads will run 
trains at hours to accommodate the people. 
If they start trains at unreasonable hours 
they will not pay. Give the public a ser- 
vice it can use and it will pay for it. Give 
it a service it doesn't want and it will not 
patronige it. People wouldn't accept dia- 
monds if the conditions were that they 
could only Wear them by hever going 
to sleep.
